There are some firm who 
have done this type of work, and have 
been rather successful, too, but in 
the long run, quality combined with 
honesty pays off 

You probably think a great deal 
about the type of ad you want to run 
in the newspaper. It does take thought, 
but a good clean and readable ad is 
more important than one filled with 
plenty of type. People don’t have time 
to read every word, so get the impact 
of your message over to them in a few 
short sentences Whatever you do, 
question yeur copy. Read and re-read 
it from the client’s standpoint. Does 
it tell the true story about your firm? 

Or, are you glossing up your ad 
too much? Sure, make your copy sing, 
but don’t let it lie or mislead. You 
can use your imagination as to the 
slant of your ad, but when it comes 
to hard facts, quote them honestly.
